A resolution to require Congress 
to approve a Constitutional Amend- 
ment mandating a balanced federal 
budget was tabled by the Legisla- 
tive council until Feb, 6, The mea- 
sure stirred a heated debate be- 
tween party lines among leader- 
ship, but Republicans were unable 
to obtain the necessary coopera- 
tion to bring the resolution to the 
House and Senate floors for open 
debate. ; 

I feel this measure could possi- 
bly be a solution to the $1 bil- 
lion weekly interest payments 
made on our national debt. A ma- 
jor reason that our federal gov- 
ernment is now spending about $29 
billion more éach year than it 
takes in is because of the sup- 
port for every conceivable social 
welfare program that has been cre- 
ated. The end result of govern- 
ment overspending is inflation, 
which is the cruelest hidden tax 
on our workers and the elderly 
living on fixed incomes, 


My first legislation to be sched- 
uled for a public hearing will be 
on Feb. 13 before the Local and 
County Government Committee, 
This legislation is concerned with 
the County Commissioners powers 
to spend County funds. This leg- 
islation has come from my re- 
viewing the past three county bud- 
gets, and finding that the County 
is mandated to pay agencies re- 


ceiving county funds even if fraud ; 


was uncovered. This legislation 
will give the County Commission- 
ers discretionary power to review 
grants and agencies on a quarterly 
basis as the county funds are paid.

organization in whose space they 
are meeting and an address by a 
speaker, or a slide presentation. 
Mrs, Faudi said there is no doubt 
that the group has been “catered 
to” in the past, but they now feel 
the need for a place of their own 
to work continuously on projects 
that will benefit the community. 
She feels a well-equipped, cen- 
trally located community room 
would be utilized by the senior 
citizens five days a week. A com- 
munity rbom would give the group 
a new stimulus, and result not on- 
ly in increased members but in 
the opportunity to do a lot more 
for the town. Besides providing a 
needed continuity of program for 
her group, such a facility could 
bé Of S¥éat importance to other 
groups as well. She particularly 
noted the need of young people 
for meeting and recreation space. 

Ruth Feeney, director of the 
Bethel Nutrition Program spon- 
sored by Western Older Citizens, 
spoke about her program’s needs 
for facilities as well. Presently 
Western Older Citizens provides 
mid-day Meals three days a week, 
serving approximately 60 senior 
citizens in the Methodist Church 
dining room on Main Street. Her 
program could reach more people 
who need it if it could be carried 
out in a large central facility. 

Both Mrs. Faudi and Mrs. Fee- 
ney spoke about the importance 
of providing a varied program of 
activity for senior citizens. While 
the great majority of senior citi- 
zens are women, there is also a 
need to provide a meeting place 
for men who have retired, but 
who feel the urge to be engaged 
in activity that benefits the com- 
munity, 

The committee discussed with 
the senior citizens a number of 
possible sites for meeting. Besides 
having a central location, such a 
facility would have to be large 
enough to accommodate over 100 
people easily, with an adequate 
kitchen, A large space would also 
permit activities such as dance 
and exercise. Secure storage 
space should be provided, and the 
building would have to be easily 
accessible. Parking space for 30 
to 35 cars would be needed. 

Ranald Stevens, a member of 
the committee, noted that when 
the new fire station was built, the 
original plans provided space for a 
community room, to replace the 
facilities the old fire station had, 
and town offices. It wag the de- 
cision of the 1965 annual town 
meeting to construct the fire sta- 
tion only. 

Another concern voiced at the 
meeting was for the continued

WINTER CARNIVALS 
THEN AND NOW 

Thinking about Bethel’s coming 
winter carnival has caused a few 
local citizens who are in grandpar- 
ent generation to recall winter va- 
cationing of over 50 years ago. 
To those who remember the Christ- 
mas vacations at the Bethel Inn, 
winter carnivaling meant shooting 
over the Mill Hill slopes behind 
the inn on a toboggan sent on its 
way from a platform tower over 
an iced and banked path. There 
was ice skating on a rink formed 
by. Mill Brook and sleigh rides 
in the evening. In the early 1920's 
a carnival did not have to be pro- 
claimed, the winter vacation was 
a carnival. 


A generation or two before the 


Ski-Doo, Arctic Cat or just plain 
snowmobile arrived on the winter 
scene, Henry Ford's Model-T con- 
verted into a “snowboat” had ad- 
ded mobility to Bethel’s winter 
transportation.

door carnival queen coronation 
ceremony and a warming, well 
decorated carnival ball. However, 
today few people turn out to 
watch ski events. Instead the same 
people are skiing themselves and 
if they are not skiing many will 
be trail riding their srowmobiles 
over the hundreds of miles of 
routes which twist through some 
of the most beautiful winter scen- 
ery nature can produce. So, like 
winter ,vacations of over 50 years 
ago, this year's carnival in Bethel 
Will be long on participation and 
Short on onlooking.
